Life Is Worth Its Weight in Gold 
— Should Be Encouraged in 
the Garden*. 


Few persons actually realize the 
great good accomplished by many of 
the more common varieties of insect 
destroying 
birds. 
Every 
bird 
that 
lives on insect life is worth its weight 
in gold to mankind, declares Harper’s 
Weekly. In most localities these use­ 
ful birds have been so destroyed as 
to be almost exterminated, and the 
increase of destructive insects that 
frequent the field, orchard and garden 
Is appalling. 
Something will have tc 
be done soon or mankind will be con­ 
fronted with a very difficult problem 
The natural means of exterminating 
these pests are by far the best. The 
birds are the naturai enemies of the 
life that destroys and injuries the 
various crops. 
Why not assist tin 
willing birds in this work? 
We car 
easily do so if we but stop and con 
sider for a moment. 
Instead of de 
pleting the flocks of bluebirds, wren; 
and purple martins, encourage then 
to inhabit your lawns, gardens am 
orchards. 
Erect homes for the birds. Tin 
little common nouse wren that is a! 
ways busy either in winter or sumim 
in catching thousands of insects c 
feeding on their larvee will greats 
appreciate a little effort on our par 
to provide them shelter. Tin cans- 
old coffee pots or small wooden boxe 
fastened on fences, outbuildings, ai 
bors or trees, and provided with en 
trances about the size of a half-do! 
Jar, will make cozy homes for th. 
wren, and the 
number 
of 
yourn 
hatched and fed with the pests ii 
the garden will insure 
a 
greatei 
quality and better quality of fruit* 
and vegetables. 
The bluebird is another enemy ol 
the hundreds of insects that get in 
their wicked work in the early spring 
and summer, when bloom and tender 
fruits are exposed to their ravages. 
They can be induced to remain about 
our homes if provided with suitable 
roosting and nesting boxes. The type 
of home may vary, but it should not be 
too large, and more than one should be 
erected about the home, especially in 
the orchard. 
A box not more than 
twelve by eighteen inches, divided in­ 
ert four rooms, with an opening into 
each room and a narrow ledge or 
alighting board, is the most easily pro­ 
vided. 
It should be placed on a pole 
about twelve or fifteen feet high. It 
might be well to have the pole at­ 
tached to a fence post or some other 
handy place, by a hinge so the box 
can be lowered when it is necessary to 
clean it out or remove the English 
sparrows. 
The purple martin is one of our 
greatest sectivorous birds. It is an 
annual visitor, arriving about the first 
of April. It never nests in trees. It 
prefers some well sheltered home, and 
one that is out of reach of the cats. 
Many years ago martin boxes were 
quite common, and 
great 
colonies 
were seen each year. 
But during the 
last quarter of a century the martin 
has been neglected, and one can travej 
for miles w ithout seeing a birdhouse. 
Every farmer, and, in fact, 
every 
owner of a home, should assist in re­ 
claiming these birds. Erect homes 
or them. A great variety of houses 
can be built. Any one can secure a 
box from the grocer, cut a couple oi 
small holes in it, and place it oc 
T pole not far from the house. Man} 
if pretty designs can be built that w ii: 
jot only serve a good purpose, bu’ 
nake the home more attractive. Th*

trict of New' York, for bribing rail­ 
road employes to furnish names of

11oui tae railroads of false claims for 
loss 
and 
damage on shipments of 
eggs. 
In passing sentence the court 
(Ray, J.) in part, stated as follows: 
“Mr. Shinier 
and 
Mr. 
Fortgang. 
both, I will say to each of you, if I 
should actually do what I ought to do 
in this case, in order to thoroughly 
vindicate the law and make an ex­ 
ample for others, one which would 
have a salutary effect in deterring 
others from committing this and like 
offenses, the court would fine you a 
sufficient amount to take from you 
and this firm every cent of your ill- 
gotten gains; and then, in addition 
to that fine add a long term of im­ 
prisonment. 
In this way all who are 
disposed to offend against the law 
and to indulge in grossly illegal prac­ 
tices to enrich themselves at the ex­ 
pense of others, would be taught a 
lesson, the existence of the Jawr and 
that punishment is sure to follow. 
“This is a serious offense. In many 
cf its .aspects it is worse than lar-

ceny; that is. getting the money as 
you did; because it was obtaining 
the money of others by fraud and de­ 
ceit, to enrich yourselves. 
When a 
criminal goes out with a 
gun 
and 
says to a man, in the darkness of the 
night, ‘Hold up your hands; stand 
and deliver,’ there is an element of 
manliness and bravery about it which 
is entitled to more respect (nan get­ 
ting money in the ways resorted to 
by you in this case. 
I trust you feel 
the sting of this; you ought to; and 
your offense and punishment will go 
out to the community, and it will be­ 
come known, and will consider the 
publicity as a part of your punish­ 
ment. and as something that will op­ 
erate to deter others.

Drumm said the train was appar­ 
ently running thirty or forty miles an 
hour when the accident occurred.
